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National Child Evangelism Week 


“Save a man and you save a soul; 
Save a child, and you save a soul and 
a life.” Not original with the Truss, 
and perhaps not given exactly in its 
original form, yet this thought has been 
often expressed in connection with soul- 
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winning. When a child can be led in 
his early years to yield his heart and 
life to the Lord Jesus, and take Him 
as Saviour and Master, he and his fam- 
ily will be spared many heartaches and 
wasted years and the good he can do 
is incalculable. Probably Sunday schools 
were first made necessary because of 
the failure of parents to give their own 
children Christian training; and many 
years ago J. Irvin Overholtzer was led 
to found Child Evangelism because so 
many Sunday schools had drifted away 
from sound Bible teaching and he was 
convinced that young children could be 
saved. God has greatly blessed that 
organization and it has spread through- 
out the world. In proclaiming National 
Child Evangelism Week, which will be 
observed February 17-24, 1957, Governor 
Raymond Gary of Oklahoma said in 
part: “The delinquency problem of the 
country has been definitely linked with 
the lack of Bible teaching, and .. . we 
feel that the program of Child Evangel- 
ism Fellowship will go a long way 
toward reducing the delinquency pro- 
gram ...” This expresses the feelings 
of many who will be observing this 
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week throughout the United States. 
Special services stressing the need of 
reaching children for Christ will be 
held in the churches, and banquets and 
adult rallies will be held in other pub- 
lic meeting places. Announcements will 
be made over TV and radio. This week 
is sponsored each year by the Child 
Evangelism Fellowship (Box 637, Pacific 
Palisades, Calif.), an interdenomina- 
tional, nonsectarian organization, which 
is seeking to reach the unchurched 
children of our nation through the es- 
tablishment of Bible classes in the 
home. It is a most needed work, worthy 
of the prayers and support of Christian 
people everywhere. It is carrying out 
such commands as these: “And these 
words, which I command thee this day, 
shall be in thine heart: and thou shalt 
teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou sit- 
test in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up” (Deut. 
6:6, 7); “Suffer little children, and for- 
bid them not, to come unto me: for of 
such is the kingdom of heaven” (Matt. 
19:14).

une God—teach full observance of all 
things whatsoever He has commanded 
you—insist that they live the life! 

Many make the excuse that they have 
never received a call. The call came 
two thousand years ago—not just to the 
eleven disciples in whose hearing the 
risen Saviour originally spake it, else 
the world of necessity would have been 
evangelized in their generation and the 
later. events prophesied by our Lord 
could never have come to pass! The 
call was spoken through the representa- 
tive eleven to every born-again believer 
then and since. 

It does not say you must leave your 
home town or even that you must give 
full time. Our Saviour’s commission 
was given in Asia Minor and He Him- 
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self apparently never left the confines 
of the land of His earthly experience, 
so that Canada and America were then 
and are now foreign mission fields. 
Thus all have their call, and all have 
their field. It remains only to know 
God’s individual will for us. 

A veteran medical missionary home 
on furlough said recently: “It is not a 
question of whether God wants you to 
go, but does He want you to stay home? 
People often ask, ‘How can you go to 
such an out-of-the-way place when your 
talents, your training, and your expe- 
rience would gain you recognition and 
a high place in your profession at 
home?’ With such a desperate need 
abroad, both physically and spiritually, 
I can only answer, ‘How can I possibly 
stay at home?’” 

If God shuts the door on service in 
other lands, if He says “No” to full- 
time activity at home, there is still a 
real place of service for each. He who 
shuts doors also opens them, for His 
Word tells us, “He shall open, and none 
shall shut; and he shall shut, and none 
shall open” (Isa. 22:22). The Apostle 
Paul tells us that “every man hath his 
proper gift of God, one after this man- 
ner, and another after that” (1 Cor. 
7:7). Logically, the One who endows 
the gift will provide full opportunity 
to exercise it. 

Unquestionably, then, there is a par- 
ticular place of service that each of us 
alone may fill. God needs the Christian 
businessman, the Christian teacher, and 
He also needs the Christian rubbish 
collector! Even rubbish has a way of 
revealing the kind of life led by the 
family that puts it out. God may be 
calling you to a particular job because 
the people you will contact may other- 
wise never come into vital contact with 
a minister or other Christian with the 
Gospel message. Only make sure you 
do not neglect the opportunities He 
gives you! Ezekiel 3:18, 19 reads: 
“When I say unto the wicked, Thou 
shalt surely die; and thou givest him 
not warning, nor speakest to warn the 
wicked man from his wicked way, to 
save his life; the same wicked man shall 
die in his iniquity; but his blood will 
I require at thine hand. Yet if thou 
warn the wicked, and he turn not from 
his wickedness, nor from his wicked 
way, he shall die in his iniquity; but 
thou hast delivered thy soul.” 

R. G. LeTourneau is an example of 
what God will do with a consecrated 
businessman. He is not wealthy be- 
cause God favors him more than He 
does you and me, but because He knows 
He can trust Mr. LeTourneau to do the 
God-honoring thing as a steward where 
perhaps He cannot trust you and me. 
Why? Because when he was person- 
ally sunk in business debt almost to 
bankruptcy, Mr. LeTourneau could still 
see a heavy -financial burden in the 
work of the Lord, could still feel that 
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God wanted him personally to under- 
take a large portion of it, and could still 
trust God to enable him to make good 
on His promise. 

The editor of the Broadcaster and 
Christian Railroader states that the use 
of its pages by Christian railwaymen, 
enabling them to witness to their fel- 
lows all over North America as well 
as on the job, is excellent proof of the 
inestimable value of Christian men in 
that secular field. 

As a Christian teacher you may reach 
many for Christ who would never be 
reached in any other way. By the man- 
ner in which you present false teaching 
such as evolution, as a theory rather 
than a fact, you may legitimately refute 
the work of the Devil in academic cir- 
cles. Education is a fine thing, but 
coupled with 1 John 3:8 it is clear that 
unless the educated man, like any other 
sinner, gets right with God, he is worse 
off than he was before, because his 
knowledge has increased, his wits have 
been sharpened, and he thereby be- 
comes a far more dangerous servant of 
the Evil One. 

A commission is a warrant or author- 
ity giving certain powers, or authoriz- 
ing the performance of certain acts in 
behalf of and in place of another. We, 
then, are acting for Christ in the world 
today because He said, “Go ye”! It is 
thus our responsibility over and above 
all else to speak to others of their re- 
lationship to God; to teach them how 
they should live in relation to Him; to 
rebuke sin wherever we find it; to pray 
the Lord of the harvest to send forth 
workers—ourselves first, if that be His 
will; to support these laborers by our 
prayers and by our gifts—not what we 
have left over after we have everything 
we need, but honoring God with the 
first fruits, the tithe or better. 

Mr. LeTourneau has reversed the 
process, keeping little for himself and 
giving the large bulk to God. That is 
why he always has lots for God, and 
lots for himself; God will never allow 
Himself to be in debt to any man! 

Oswald Smith was blocked by God at 
every turn in his efforts to go to the 
mission fields). When he was finally 
convinced that it was God’s will that he 
should remain at home he determined 
to send as many substitutes as God 
would enable him. He got his church 
in Toronto to support one missionary, 
then two, five, fifty, one hundred—until 
presently they are providing full sup- 
port for over three hundred actively 
serving God in their behalf on foreign 
fields. Was God right in keeping one 
man at home so that He might have 
three hundred more abroad? 

There is no limit, as we have seen, to 
what God can do with one fully conse- 
crated Christian willing to serve where 
God wants him to be, one who loves 
Christ with all his heart, with all his 
soul, with all his strength, and with all 
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his mind, and his neighbor (in the 
broad sense indicated by our Saviour) 
as he loves himself. Under the com- 
mission given by His Lord, the Chris- 
tian called to work in the secular field 
has opportunities and responsibilities as 
great and as varied as those placed upon 
and enjoyed by the full-time Christian 
worker. 


Paul the apostle puts our responsibil- 


ity to us, squarely and succinctly, in 
Colossians 3:23, 24: “And whatsoever 
ye do, do it heartily, as to the Lord, 
and not unto men; knowing that of the 
Lord ye shall receive the reward of the 
inheritance: for ye serve the Lord 
Christ.”

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I. Is Mormonism Christian? 


Why they attract so many adherents 





O SECT in America is making 
N such spectacular strides as the 
Mormons in building a following 
with less drum beating. They do not 
sell their literature on the street cor- 
ners. They do not get into public legal 
brawls or engage in mass public bap- 
tismal services. They do not exploit 
special days of worship or wear dis- 
tinctive garb. They infiltrate, quietly 
but aggressively, with a smile on their 
collective face and with all of the finesse 
of thorough students of Dale Carnegie. 
They go in for culture and education. 
They studiously avoid the crudities of 
the swashbuckling days of Brigham 
Young and John D. Lee. Brigham 
Young University in Provo, Utah, with 
an enrollment of 7,713, is the nation’s 
largest non-Catholic, church-related in- 
stitution of higher learning. 

Their reputation in the world of music 
is undisputed, with nation-wide radio 
broadcasts and world tours of their ex- 
ceptionally well-trained choral groups. 

They excel in business and in politics 
and are justly celebrated for their un- 
beatable relief program. 

But are they Christian? For many 
years they have been seeking recogni- 
tion as a Christian body and by sheer 
persistence have achieved this end 
among those who know only the super- 
ficials of Christianity. The genuine- 
ness of their Christianity can be easily 
tested by their own semi-privately cir- 
culated interpretations of their public 
statements of belief. 


Six Religious Bodies 

For the sake of the uninitiated we 
pause at this point to explain that the 
Mormons and the Latter Day Saints are 
the same people. There are six recog- 
nized religious bodies operating within 
the orbit of the Book of Mormon and 
the other writings of Joseph Smith. 
Only two of these groups need to be 
considered in this paper. It is quite 
necessary, however, to make a clear dis- 
tinction between these two, since the 
confusion in the minds of many people 
is often exploited by visiting Mormon 
missionaries, each insisting that the 
others are the ones in error. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Saints, which. has its headquar- 
ters in Salt Lake City, Utah, is the 
largest group and the most aggressive. 
They do not like the term “Mormon,” 
but do not repudiate it. 

The Reorganized Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints has its head- 
quarters in Independence, Missouri. This 
group repudiates the name “Mormon,” 
although without good reason. The Re- 


“A recent report indicates that at 
the end of 1955 there were 1,357,254 
Mormons in the world—a gain of 
55,034 during the year,” says the 
Colportage News of the Moody Bible 
Institute.

organized Church has as its president 
Israel A. Smith, a grandson of Joseph 
Smith, the Mormon prophet. This 
group has always repudiated the doc- 
trine of polygamy. 

There is constant sniping between the 
two camps, each considering the other 
apostate. 

The Utah Mormons are known col- 
loquially as “Brighamites” and the Re- 
organized adherents as the “Josephites.” 
For the sake of brevity and clearness 
of distinction, we shall use these terms 
in this paper, begging the indulgence 
of both groups. 

Two other groups may come to the 
attention of the reader. These are the 
Church of Christ, Temple Lot, with 
headquarters in Independence, Missouri, 
and the Church of Jesus Christ (Bick- 
ertonite). Both of these groups are 
very small but active in their own 
areas. Their beliefs are similar to those 
of the Josephites. 

All Latter Day Saints subscribe to the 
same basic doctrinal statement. The 
Josephites have added a few items and 
have reworded some others. All groups 
claim that the Book of Mormon is a 
genuine revelation from God and that 
Joseph Smith was a true prophet. Thus 
all groups are committed to the state- 
ments and theology of Smith. 

Both major groups adhere to the 
teachings of the “Doctrines and Cove- 
nants,” although these are not identical, 
the Josephites repudiating some of the 
sections that are included in the Brig- 
hamite edition, claiming that the 
prophet was not the author. 

The Brighamites have a volume of 
Joseph Smith’s authorship known as the 
“Pearl of Great Price,” which the 
Josephites repudiate. 

The Josephites, on the other hand, 
have a version of the Bible known as 
the “Inspired Version.” This is also a 
product of Smith’s pen. This is a ver- 
sion of the Bible which has been altered 
to conform the Bible to Smith’s teach- 
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ings. A number of chapters have been 
added of completely extraneous matter 
totally in keeping with Smith’s the- 
ology. 

The Brighamites recognize this volume 
but do not use it, probably because it 
was first published by the Josephites. It 
is an interesting commentary on the 
thinking of the two groups that the 
matter in the “Pearl of Great Price” and 
the extraneous portions of the “Inspired 
Version” are almost identical. Both 
books were obviously designed to give 
“scriptural” authority to Smith’s heter- 
odox theism and his system of priest- 
hood as practiced by both churches. 

In this paper we shall discuss only 
two of the doctrinal statements of the 
Latter Day Saints. The statements are 
expressed almost identically by both 
groups. 

The first statement of their creed is 
stated as follows: “We believe in God, 
the Eternal Father, and in his son, Jesus 
Christ, and in the Holy Ghost.” 


Not Trinitarian but Polytheistic 


This, on the surface, would seem to 
be an acceptable Trinitarian statement. 
When we examine Mormon interpreta- 
tion of the doctrine of the Godhead, we 
find that they are not Trinitarian but 
completely polytheistic. 

They teach that God the Father and 
Jesus Christ are two separate, completely 
anthropomorphic personages and that 
the Holy Spirit is more or less of an 
essence or commodity that can be ad- 
ministered by their priests at will. The 
personal pronoun is never used in 
speaking of the Holy Spirit. 

They expand their theism to take in 
a pantheon in which are included all 
resurrected men who have been true 
to the faith in this life and -have 
achieved certain standards of accom- 
plishment during this life. This present 
life is considered to be merely a time 
of probation between a former con- 
scious existence and a future one. 

The Josephites will deny most vig- 
orously that they believe much of this, 
but we must remind them that they 
have committed themselves to the 
teachings of their prophet. So, until 
they repudiate their prophet they may 
not deny his teachings. 

All Mormon sects accept as authentic 
Joseph Smith’s first vision, claimed by 
him to have been received when he was 
a lad of fifteen. Here is his account 
of the vision: “I saw a pillar of light, 
above the brightness of the sun, which 
descended gradually until it fell upon 
me—when the light rested upon me I 
saw two personages, whose brightness 

. 
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and glory defy all description, standing 
above me in the air. One of them spake 
unto me, calling me by name and said 
pointing to the other, ‘This is my be- 
loved son, hear Him.’” ~ 

Further elucidation of the viewpoint 
is given in the “Doctrines and Cove- 
nants” as follows: “The Father has a 
body of flesh and bones as tangible as 
man’s; the Son also; but the Holy Ghost 
has not a body of flesh and bones but 
is a personage of spirit” (Sec. 130:22, 
Utah Ed.). 

The Josephites do not include this sec- 
tion in their “Doctrines and Covenants,” 
but there is no doubt that it was au- 
thentic. It bears the date of April 2, 
1843, at Ramus, III. 

One more excerpt from the state- 
ments of Joseph Smith should be suffi- 
cient to illustrate Mormon teaching on 
both the doctrine of God and of man’s 
ultimate destiny as a god. This is taken 
from a funeral sermon given by Joseph 
Smith before an audience of twenty 
thousand and transcribed by four of 
Smith’s apostles, Willard Richards, Wil- 
ford Woodruff, Thomas Bullock, and 
William Clayton. It was first published 
in Times and Seasons, issue of August 
1, 1844. Smith says: 

“What sort of a being was God in the 
beginning? Open your ears and hear, 
all ye ends of the earth, for I am going 
to prove it to you by the Bible, and tell 
you the designs of God in relation to 
the human race and why he interferes 
with the affairs of man. 

“God himself was once as we are now, 
and is an exalted man, and sits en- 
throned in yonder heavens ... if you 
were to see him today, you would see 
him like a man in form—like your- 
selves in all the person, image, and very 
form as aman... . 

“I am going to tell you how God came 
to be God. We have imagined and sup- 
posed that God was God from all eter- 
nity. I will refute that idea and take 
away the veil so that you may see.... 
It is the first principle of the gospel to 
know for certainty the character of God 
and to know that we may converse 
with him as one man converses with 
another, and that he was once a man 
like us; yea that God himself, the father 
of us all, dwelt on an earth, the same 
as Jesus Christ himself did.” 1 

To illustrate Smith’s polytheism and 
his ideas concerning the elevation of 
man to a status of deity we will quote 
an excerpt from the same discourse: 

“Here, then, is eternal life—to learn 
how to be Gods yourselves, and to be 
kings and priests to God, the same as 
all Gods have done before you, namely, 
by going from one small degree to an- 
other, and from a small capacity to a

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great one; from grace to grace, from 
exaltation to exaltation until you attain 
to the resurrection of the dead and are 
able to dwell in everlasting burnings 
and to sit in glory, as to those who sit 
enthroned in everlasting power.” 

A further note on the creation in this 
same discourse says, “The head Gad called 
together the Gods and sat in grand coun- 
cil to bring forth the world.” 

Mormons, when confronted with such 
statements, will usually say, “Oh, but 
we do not teach that doctrine now.” 
For the sake of these, let me say that I 
have quoted from a copy of the “King 
Follet Discourse,” purchased, newly 
printed, at the Zion’s Book Store in Salt 
Lake City, on October 25, 1955. 

The Josephites deny this plurality of 
gods idea, but they cannot deny that 
their prophet taught it. 

Obviously this is not Trinitarian doc- 
trine. This is not Christian doctrine. 
Mormon teaching concerning the person 
of Christ, especially among the Brig- 
hamites, is even more blasphemous than 
the above. This we shall reserve for a 
later paper. 

The second statement that we shall 
discuss in this paper is their statement 
regarding the inspiration of Scripture. 
Smith’s original statement is as follows: 
“We believe the Bible to be the word 
of God, as far as it is translated cor- 
rectly; we also believe the Book of Mor- 
mon to be the word of God.” 

Following this is another statement 
which incorporates with the above the 
Mormon doctrine of an expanding reve- 
lation: “We believe all that God has 
revealed, all that He does now reveal, 
and we believe that He will reveal 
many great and important things per- 
taining to the Kingdom of God.” 
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The Josephites include both state- 
ments in one, somewhat modified, but 
just as dangerous. We quote: “We be- 
lieve that in the Bible is contained the 
word of God. We believe that the canon 
of Scripture is not full, but that God, by 
His Spirit, will continue to reveal His 
word until the end of time.” 

With the latitude allowed in the above 
statements regarding the Bible, Joseph 
Smith and his followers have denied 
the authenticity of all existing versions 
of the Bible. They have added to it 
and subtracted from it with abandon. 
They have vindicated the Book of Mor- 
mon, the many visions of Joseph Smith 
with their resultant revelations, and 
have produced the incongruous collec- 
tion of matter included in the “Doc- 
trines and Covenants” and the “Pearl of 
Great Price.” 

The _ inconsistencies, contradictions, 
and false doctrines in these writings 
become quite obvious to anyone exam- 
ining them even superficially. Space 
will not permit discussion of them in 
this paper.2 

We conclude that in no respect can 
the Mormons be considered as Christians. 
We do not say that there are no Chris- 
tians among the Mormons: Many Mor- 
mons are totally ignorant of the vicious 
doctrines taught by their theologians and 
have become ensnared in the movement 
simply because of its superficial attrac- 
tions and because the true teachings of 
Scripture have never been brought to 
them.

Ill. Seventh-Day Adventism Examined 


Chapter 3, Part 3: The strange teaching regarding Satan as the sin-bearer 


The argument that Satan is to be the 
sin-bearer, or scapegoat, introducing 
these extravagant views of the atone- 
ment, turns on a very doubtful inter- 
pretation of the word azazel, in Leviti- 
cus 16:8-10, where we read, “One lot 
for the Lord, and the other lot for the 
scapegoat,” i.e., for azazel. The S.D.A. 
teachers assert that this word “azazel” 
means, or refers to, Satan, and thereby 
introduce their fundamental error into 
the great doctrine of the atonement. 

While there have been those who 
have said the word “azazel” may refer 
to Satan, the widely accepted under- 
standing of this word is that given by 
Lange in his scholarly commentary, 
viz., “complete removal.” It indicates 
a complete sending away. He further 
states:

These two points are clear: (1) the 
two goats together constitute one sin- 
offering, verse 5; and also in verse 10, 
the goat for Azazel is expressly said 
to be presented before the Lord to 
make an atonement with Him.”1 
To clarify this point, we would ask 

the reader to note the following: 

1. How could the two goats, so much 
alike, represent two opposites, as Christ 
and Satan? 

2. A study of the Book of Leviticus 
shows the offerings were to be without 
blemish: How could an offering without 
blemish, the scapegoat, represent Satan? 

3: Leviticus 16:5 reads, “Two kids of 
the goats for a sin-offering.” Thus both

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goats constituted one sin-offering, and 
both as being presented before the Lord. 


4. While one goat was slain, the other 
stood at the door of the tabernacle. 
How could Christ and Satan be typ- 
ically brought together in the one sac- 
rifice? 

5. The one part of the sin-offering 
would be incomplete without the other. 
How could Christ, without Satan, be 
incomplete in the one sacrifice? 


6. Note the similarity of teaching re- 
garding the two birds in Leviticus 14: 
4-7, and the two goats in Leviticus 16: 
16:7-10. The one bird was slain, even 
as the one goat; and the living bird was 
dipped in the blood of the slain bird 
and let loose into the open field, even 
as the scapegoat was let go into the 
wilderness. 

7. In both cases, they set forth and 
typified the two aspects of the atoning 
work of our blessed Lord, The one is 
a type of Christ “delivered for our of- 
fences”; and the other, a type of Christ 
“raised again for our _ justification” 
(Rom. 4:25). 

8. The living scapegoat completed the 
transaction of the slain goat, making 
visible to all beholders what had taken 
place in the inner sanctuary of the 
tabernacle, as they saw the high priest 
confess the sins over the head of the 
live goat, and this scapegoat sent com- 
pletely away. “As far as the east is from 
the west, so far hath he removed our 
transgressions from us” (Psa. 103:12). 


It took every part of the tabernacle, 
from the gate of the court to the ark 
of the covenant, to set forth Christ. It 
required all the offerings to set forth 
Christ. Even so, it took the two goats, 
in the one offering, to set forth both 
aspects of Christ’s atonement. It is the 
typical meaning of the scapegoat which 
gives to believing hearts the assurance 
of the complete putting away of sin, to 
be remembered no more. “And their 
sins and iniquities will I remember no 
more” (Heb. 10:17). This was beauti- 
fully expressed by Dr. Alexander Mac- 
laren: 

The expiation was made within the 
veil; but a visible token of its com- 
pleteness was given to help feeble 
faith, in the blessed mystery of the 
unseen propitiation. The picture of 
the goat going away, and away, and 
away, a lessening speck on the hori- 
zon, and never heard of more is the 
divine symbo] of the great fact that 
there is full, free, everlasting forgive- 
ness, and on God’s part, utter forget- 
fulness. 


Following up their teaching regarding 
“the opening of the most holy place in 
the heavenly sanctuary, in 1844, as 
Christ entered there to perform the 
closing work of the atonement,” they 
proceed to say: 

Those who by faith followed their 
great High Priest, as He entered upon 
his ministrv in the most holy place, 
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beheld the ark of His testament. As 
they studied the subject of the sanc- 
tuary, they had come to understand 
the Saviour’s change of ministration, 
and they saw that He was now Officiat- 
ing before the ark of God, pleading 
His blood in behalf of sinners. The 
ark in the tabernacle on earth con- 
tained the two tables of stone, upon 
which were inscribed the precepts of 
the law of God (p. 433). 


It is not likely that many Seventh- 
Day Adventists know all the steps in 
the strange development of S.D.A. doc- 
trine, nor how many confessed mistakes 
in the interpretation of Scripture were 
made. However, it is well that they 
should know that it was their unscrip- 
tural teaching regarding the heavenly 
sanctuary, and Satan being the sin- 
bearer, which led to their emphasis on 
the sanctuary, the ark, the Law, and 
the Sabbath. I quote direct from their 
standard work once again: 

In the very bosom of the decalogue 
is the fourth commandment, as it was 
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first proclaimed: “Remember the 

Sabbath. day, to keep it holy.” ... 

None could fail to see that if the 

earthly sanctuary was a figure or pat- 

tern of the heavenly, the Law de- 
posited in the ark on earth was an 
exact transcript of the Law in the 
ark in Heaven; and that an acceptance 
of the truth concerning the heavenly 
sanctuary involved an acknowledg- 
ment of the claims of God’s Law, and 
obligation of the Sabbath of the 
fourth commandment . .-. The work 

of judgment which began in 1844, 

must continue until the cases of all 

are decided .. . In order to be pre- 
pared for judgment, it is necessary 
that men should keep the Law of God 

(pp. 435, 436). 

The Seventh-Day Adventists, by their 
legalistic teachings regarding the Law 
and the Sabbath, practically deny the 
doctrine of salvation by the free grace 
of God, and go in direct opposition to 
the Epistle to the Galatians.

More About the New Colloquial Japanese Version 


Why the reasons given for preferring it to the older 
Literary Version of the Bible are not satisfactory 


N ARTICLE, “What of the Collo- 

quial Japanese Version,” by the 
present writer, published in THe SuNDAY 
Scuoo. Times of November 3, 1956, 
compared many passages in this new 
Japanese Colloquial Version of the Bible 
with the King James and the Revised 
Standard Versions and showed why the 
new version is untrustworthy. Let us 
consider now some of the reasons given 
by missionaries who use this new ver- 
sion for preferring it to the Literary 
Version which had been in use for many 
years. 

“The new Colloquial Japanese Ver- 
sion is easy to read and understand,” 
is the first and foremost reason given for 
preferring it. Certainly it is easy for a 
foreigner (non-Japanese) to read. As a 
matter of fact, it sounds to the Japa- 
nese and to us old missionaries like a 
foreigner speaking Japanese. No doubt 
this is the reason why the Japanese can- 
not memorize it. 

» “The Japanese cannot understand the 
language used in the Literary Version” 
is another reason given. (This, by the 
way, was one of the reasons given by 
the translators of the R.S.V. Most of our 
work in the Mino Mission in Japan is 
and has been among the ordinary peo- 
ple—not particularly the educated class, 
and the present Literary Version is the 
only one we have ever used. , It is mar- 
velous to see God speak to the people 
through His precious Word and to hear 
them memorize it and tell how God's 
Word has brought, not only salvation, 
but comfort, blessing, and encourage- 
ment, as well as condemnation, as God

deals with sin in the Christian’s life. 
Our people carry the Bible w:erever 
they go, and all who come down to our 
place from other missions have told us 
that the Christians here are the strong- 
est they have seen anywhere in Japan. 
I have taught the Word to the most 
ignorant country people—even old peo- 
ple—and never have I felt they cannot 
understand the language used in the 
Literary Version of the Bible. 

We must ever remember that no one 
can understand the Bible in any lan- 
guage unless God’s Holy Spirit Himself 
interprets it to us (1 Cor. 2:14). Many 
people at home, including college stu- 
dents, say they cannot understand the 
Bible, but we know it is not because of 
the language of the King James Ver- 
sion. 

“The Literary Version also has mis- 
takes,” is still another reason. It is 
true that the Literary Version has mis- 
takes, some serious, but they can be 
weeded out and corrected, whereas to 
find and correct all the mistakes in the 
New Version is a hopeless task, because 
it is off at the center. I certainly believe 
the Literary Version can be improved 
upon, but it is the best thing yet pro- 
duced in the Japanese language. The 
Japan Bible Society’s booklet introduc- 
ing the New Version and giving a his- 
tory of other versions to date says of 
the Literary Version, “Textus Receptus 
must have been consulted, but the real 
text of the translators was the Author- 
ized Version” (p. 10, par. 1). To use and 
recommend a far more untrustworthy

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
N ADDITION to the four main 
movements in Matthew’s Gospel, as 
outlined last week, the evangelist has 
given us five great bodies of teaching 
from the lips of our Lord. Incidentally, it 
is this feature which so differentiates Mat- 
thew’s Gospel from Mark’s, to which it 
has, otherwise, striking resemblances. 
These five bodies of teaching. are 
marked out by similar phrases at the 
end of each of them. Look at Matthew 
7:28; 11:1; 13:53; 19:1; 26:1 for varia- 
tions of the phrase, “when Jesus had 
finished these sayings.” Here are sug- 
gested titles for these addresses: 
1. The Principles of the Kingdom 
(5:1 to 7:28) 

2. The Promotion of the Kingdom 
(10:1 to 11:1) 

3. The Progress of the Kingdom 
(13: 1-53) 

4. The Problems of the Kingdom 
(18:1 to 19:1) 

5. The Prospects of the Kingdom 
(24:1 to 26:1) 

The first of these, from which this 
week’s lesson is drawn, stands near the 
beginning of that division of the book 
which we named, Presenting the King 
in His Procedures. It was surely ap- 
propriate that the principles of that 
Kingdom which He came to establish 


should be enunciated early in this rec- 
ord of our Lord’s activities. 

This first of the five teaching portions 
is popularly called The Sermon on the 
Mount,-from the statement in Matthew 
5:1. It could be outlined as follows: 

. The new happiness (Matt. 5:1-12) 

. The new responsibility (vs. 13-16) 

The new morality (vs. 17-48) 

The new worship (6: 1-18) 

The new purpose in life (vs. 19-34) 
The new spirit in discernment 

(7: 1-23) 

7. The new criterion (vs. 24-27)

as a preservative, and I am sure that 
we are intended to learn from this fig- 
ure that God’s people are expected to 
be a sweet savor of Christ as they move 
among men, and are to be God’s instru- 
ment in restraining the progress of cor- 
ruption in the world, while we act also 
as luminaries to bear the light of truth 
to those who sit in darkness. Our re- 
sponse, therefore, is to see that we our- 
selves retain those qualities of Chris- 
tian character which will make for such 
a ministry. 

The next section deals with Law and 
righteousness (vs. 17-20). It is rather 
remarkable that He who brought grace 
and truth began His ministry with this 
dogmatic assertion that He had not 
come to destroy the Law, and then went 
on to indicate that in the new economy 
the demands of righteousness, far from 
being less than they were under the 
Law, would be even greater. The scribes 
and Pharisees were reputed to be the 
representatives of the Law in that day, 
but in the presence of the best of them 
He demanded nothing short of a new 
birth (John 3:7), while in the presence 
of the worst of them He hurled the 
charge of hypocrisy. We are indeed 
thankful that that exceeding righteous- 
ness which He demanded of all who 
would enter into His Kingdom, He went 
on to provide for them (2 Cor. 5:21).

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However, the demand had to be made 
and understood before the doctrine of 
its provision could be enunciated. 


The third section (vs. 43-48) deals 
with the superior love which marks the 
Kingdom of God. The rabbis had in- 
ferred from the commandment, “Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour,” that they 
were to hate their enemy, and, in teach- 
ing this, utterly perverted the Law. 
Jesus made clear that such restricted 
love was no better than that of the 
despised publicans or taxgatherers. 
Perfect love was love which embraced 
one’s enemies as well as one’s friends, 
and which dispersed bounty to the evil 
as well as to the good. Such is the love 
demonstrated by the Heavenly Father, 
and He, not the publicans, was to be 
the pattern for His children. We re- 
member that our Lord Himself went 
on to demonstrate this perfect love in 
giving Himself for sinners, even for 
those who were at enmity with Him. 
So we have set before us a standard 
of ministry, a standard of love, which 
is far beyond the attainment of men, 
but “it is God which worketh in you 
both to will and to do of his good 
pleasure” (Phil. 2:13).

Topics for Development 


The Law Fulfilled. Our Lord made 
it very clear that He was very jealous 
for the honor of the Law, affirming that 
one jot or one tittle should in no wise 
pass from it till all should be fulfilled 
(v. 18). The jot to which He referred 
was the smallest letter in the Hebrew 
alphabet, just a tiny mark, something 
like the shape of a comma. The tittle 
was an accent mark, or the tiny tail 
which is found on some of the Hebrew 
letters. From this we can see the force 
of our Lord’s statement—the Law was 
to be preserved whole. 


How then did He honor it? He hon- 
ored the ritual law by accomplishing 
all that it had typified. This portion 
of the Law, then, does not pass away 
in shame and oblivion, but it stands 
honored as having fulfilled its purposr 
of setting forth in figure the Lord Jesu. 
in His various characters and offices. 
Christ also honored the moral law by 
rendering perfect obedience in His own 
life, and by introducing an economy by 
which the righteousness demanded’ by 
the Law should be fulfilled in the re- 
deemed not only by way of imputation 
but by way of Holy Ghost energized 
obedience (Rom. 8:3, 4). He honored 
the penal law, also, by taking upon 
Himself all our transgressions and re- 
ceiving in His own person the full de- 
mands of the Law for the breach that 
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had been made. Christ then has per- 
formed that which He declared. 


Practical Applications 

Try these two tests: 

If you are salt, do you add to the 
Christian “flavor” of a gathering of 
saints, and does your presence restrain 
evil in a company of sinners? 

If you are light, does your life con- 
vince men of the reality of God? 

Does it delight you to do whatever 
you discover to be the will of God, or 
do you shift responsibility for obedience 
on the pretext of being “not under the 
law, but under grace”? 

The law of grace is more searching 
than the Law of Moses, but grace brings 
the provision for fulfillment that was 
not found in Moses. Therefore we are 
without excuse. 

Are we satisfied with the standards of 
men (vs. 46, 47), or are we willing to 
embrace the standard of perfection? 
(v. 48.) 


Golden Text 

Matt. 5:20—“. . . except your right- 
eousness shall exceed ... scribes and 
Pharisees, ye shall in no case enter into 
the kingdom of heaven.” The right- 
eousness of the Pharisees consisted of 
punctilious care in matters of religious 
performance, coupled with a watering 
down of the moral demands of the Law. 
Christ insisted on ethical performance 
before ceremonial. But acceptable right- 
eousness is beyond our powers of 
achievement. Our Lord, who here 
makes the demand clear, went forth to 
secure that superior righteousness for 
us (2 Cor. 5:21).

After the Lesson.—Years ago, the 
British preacher, the Rev. J. Stuart 
Holden, while holding some meetings 
among soldiers, met a sergeant who was 
about as bright and shining for his Lord 
as a Christian could be. Dr. Holden 
asked the man how he was led to Christ. 
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“There is a private in our company,” 
said the sergeant, “who was converted 
to Christ, and we gave him a bad time. 
The Devil got possession of me, and I 
made that man’s life a positive burden 
to him. One night he came in from 
sentry duty very tired and very wet; 
but before getting into bed, he knelt 
in prayer. My boots were heavy with wet 
and mud, and I let him have one on 
one side of the head and the other on 
the other side; but he just went on 
praying. Next morning I found those 
boots beautifully polished by the side 
of my bed. That was his reply to me. 
It just broke me down, and I was 
saved that day.” 

“Love your enemies” are words of 
Christ that stand out in today’s lesson. 
It is neither an impractical nor an im- 
possible command. Indeed it is a most 
effective way of disarming opposition. 
Loving our enemies, doing good to those 
who hate us, and praying for those who 
despitefully use us and persecute us are 
the best of all ways to turn foes into 
friends, and better still, to turn sinners 
to the Saviour. But to be able to do 
it, you must really know Christ your- 
self and have His Spirit living in you. 
Then He will live out from within you 
His own love with most blessed results.

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The Busy Men's Corner

“Ye are the salt of the earth...” 
(Matt. 5:13).—Much has been written 
about salt—it is so essential to life. 
Shakespeare evidently was fond of us- 
ing it as a simile. In his works he men- 
tions, “salt tears,” “salt scorn,” “salt 
hours,” “salt imagination,” and the like. 

Bishop Ryle wrote: “Salt has a pe- 
culiar taste of its own, utterly unlike 
anything else. When mingled with 
other substances, it preserves them from 
corruption. It imparts a portion of its 
taste to everything it is mixed with. 
It is useful so long as it preserves its 
savor, but no longer.” 
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A woman suddenly and mysteriously 
collapsed while on a visit. A doctor, 
after diagnosing the case, ordered quick 
injections of salt into her veins. A 
quart of hot salt water, prepared by 
stirring one heaping teaspoonful of com- 
mon salt into exactly a quart of hot 
water, was allowed to flow directly into 
a vein in her arm. This stimulated and 
rendered fluid the almost congealed 
blood, and by its action upon the heart 
muscles excited that organ to return 
actively to its full duty. This supply 
of hot salt which the woman received 
into her veins brought her out of the 
very jaws of death. 

What a striking example this is of the 
strength of the illustration our Saviour 
used when He said to His disciples, “Ye 
are the salt of the earth.” The true 
Christian is to be so vitally. and aggres- 
sively Christian that he can be used of 
the Lord where there is spiritual stag- 
nation and death. 


“Ye are the light of the world... ” 
(Matt. 5:14).—Attention is called to the 
fact that the Lord Jesus did not say, 
“Let your good works so shine.” In the 
final analysis Christ is the light. It is 
only as we manifest Him in our lives 
that we really shine. 

When all that we do is done “heart- 
ily, as to the Lord, and not unto men” 
(Col. 3:23), we are manifesting Him. 
C. H. Spurgeon said, “True shining is 
silent, but yet it is so useful that men, 
who are too often very bad judges, are 
yet forced to bless God for the good 
which they receive through the light 
He has kindled.” 

A young preacher went to a town 
which had the reputation of being a 
wicked place—and certainly lived up to 
its reputation. Because it had neither 
church nor chapel, he delivered his first 
message in the schoolhouse—a small, 
barren, barnlike building. Nine women 
and two men ventured in to hear him. 

Within sight of the schoolhouse a 
horse race was in progress at the same 
time the service was in session. There 
were hundreds of noisy spectators at 
that race. The preacher learned after- 
ward that the race had been deliber- 
ately arranged for that spot in special 
resentment to his coming to town. 

During the week he contacted num- 
bers of persons and asked each one, 
“Isn’t there a Christian in this commu- 
nity?” Without exception, the answer 
was, “Yes, there is one.” They all re- 
ferred him to a woman living on the 
hill. Illness had confined her to her 
home for a number of years. Yet all 
the people said, “If there ever was a 
Christian, she is one!” 

That is not a case of “a city ... set 
on a hill,” but it is that of a Christian 
set on a hill, a literal hill, as well as 
the hill of the Saviour’s love; and her 
light could not be hid. 

Insipid. salt and hidden lights are 
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“good for nothing” as far as God’s pur- 
pose is concerned. 

“ _. 1am not come to destroy, but to 
fulfil...” (Matt. 5:17).—He fulfilled the 
Law in at least a twofold sense. He 
fulfilled it by obeying all its moral pre- 
cepts and by being the antitype of its 
types and the substance of its shadows 
(Col. 2:16, 17). 

“.. except your righteousness shall 
exceed the righteousness of the scribes 
and the Pharisees .. .” (Matt. 5:20).— 
The righteousness mentioned here is en- 
tirely of a personal, practical kind. It 
has to do with right doing before God 
and man. The personal righteousness 
of the Pharisees was extremely formal 
and traditional (Matt. 15:1-9). 

“But now the righteousness of God 
without the law ... is by faith in Jesus 
Christ unto all and upon all them that 
believe .. .” (Rom. 3:21, 22). And be- 
cause believers are indwelt by the Spirit 
of God they can produce in their lives 
that “peaceable fruit of righteousness” 
which affects the heart and changes the 
conduct. The Apostle Paul said, “Ye 
became the servants [or slaves] of right- 
eousness” (Rom. 6:18).

AY, fellows, two very common ele- 
ments which are absolutely neces- 
sary to life figure in our lesson today. 
It is a part of the Sermon on the Mount, 
and the Lord Jesus is the speaker. He 
had a way of using familiar objects to 


make spiritual truth as clear as crys--* 


tal. 

Salt and light. That is what He called 
Christians. “Ye are the salt of the 
earth.” “Ye are the light of the world.” 

Salt is a seasoner and a preserver. 
It is necessary to physical life, both 
animal and vegetable, not only in food 
but in everything that produces growth 
and health. Properly used, it not only 
keeps food from being tasteless but 
makes it savory and pleasant. And note 
right here that wherever nature calls 
for a certain element, that element is 
supplied abundantly in the same degree 
of its need—superabundantly. There 
is always more than enough. The salt 
supply is exhaustless, not only the mines 
but the oceans are full of it. That is 
the way our Creator does things. “I am 
come,” said Jesus, “that they might 
have life, and that they might have it 
more abundantly” (John 10:10). 

This is true in even greater degree in 
the matter of light. Light was the first 
thing that God created (Gen. 1:3). 
With four words of His power, “Let 
there be light,” God illuminated the 
universe. Adam, the first man, was 
ushered into a well-lighted world. The 
Creator knew that man would need a 
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lot of light, so with a word He hung 
the sun in the sky. Light is swift; it 
travels 186,300 miles per second—more 
than seven times around the world at 
the equator—in one second! What a 
mighty creator is our God! 

And in God’s Word He applies the 
names of these two great elements to 
Christian character. Let us see how it 
works. A “salt” Christian is in a real 
sense a preserver and a seasoner. Good 
things do not spoil under his touch. 
They keep. They stay good. You need 
never fear the entrance of a “salt” 
Christian into your life or into your 
affairs. He will be an asset; he will 
improve the situation. If things are 
teetering he will be a steadying influ- 
ence. He will make you glad he came. 
That is just a part of it. You will think 
of other ways that he can make your 
life more pleasant and interesting. He 
will certainly be an encouragement to 
your own spiritual aspirations. 

And how about a “lighted’”’ Christian? 
Surely he will never be in a fog, for 
the Word of God is a lamp unto his feet 
and a light upon his pathway. His ar- 
rival helps to dispel the darkness. It 
is like the sun coming from under a 
cloud. His light shines near and far. 
He is “the light of the world”—his in- 
terest, his prayers, and his gifts are 
channels of that greater Light which 
can reveal the saving Gospel] truth to 
souls on the opposite side of the globe. 
You will think of many other ways his 
light brings spiritual blessing into the 
lives of people far and near. 

So, fellows, it was no small thing 
that Jesus was saying that day on the 
Mount when He called His followers 
“salt” and “light.” And remember, He 
supplies in abundance the “elements.” 
All you have to do is to receive them. 
John 1:12 says, “But as many as re- 
ceived him, to them gave he power to 
become the sons of God, even to them 
that believe on his name.” It is just 
that simple. 

You do not need to go floundering 
around making others unhappy and 
spoiling your own enjoyment of life. 


You do not have to sit down in dark-.

My Class of Girls

ATTHEW 5, 6, and 7 contain our 

Lord’s longest recorded sermon. 
Because He uttered it on a mountain, 
it is called the Sermon on the Mount. 
It begins with the Beatitudes, which we 
are memorizing this quarter. These 
charts are meant to help people realize 
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that the Beatitudes stress the condition 
of the heart. 

Man is concerned with the outward 
appearance, but God looks on the heart. 
For this reason we will put a heart 
on every page of our charts, and on 
each heart print a key word of one of 
the Beatitudes.

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for their’s is the kingdom of heaven.” 

Now let us read Matthew 5:13-20. 
Here our Lord likens His followers to 
two things. What are they? (Salt and 
light.) Right. Salt is so common that 
we do not realize how precious it is, 
but it was not always common. In the 
seventeenth century it was smuggled 
into France, and people paid much 
money for it. If salt should lose its 
flavor, it would be useless. A Chris- 
tian is useless to Christ’s cause, if he 
becomes so like the world that he has 
lost his savor. 

Light is invaluable, but what good 
is hidden light? If we are saved, we 
have the light of the Gospel in our 
hearts, but sometimes we obscure it by 
our looks or words or actions. If any 
of these are unbecoming to a Christian, 
they hide our light. I know a girl who 
helped in the home and did kind deeds, 
but she was so unpleasant that she did 
not attract others to the Light. A good 
deed is spoiled if done in a haughty 
way. Let us say the first Beatitude 
again. 

Next we will read verses 43-48. In 
this chapter the Lord has been show- 
ing that a Christian must live by a 
higher standard than that of a devout 
Jew. The Christian’s standards are so 
high that no one could live up to them 
apart from Christ. But in His strength it 
can be done. For instance, this com- 
mand to love our enemies and treat 
kindly those who have been mean to 
us has been obeyed by true believers. 

A Christian Chinese owned a large 
piece of land. His heathen neighbor 
fenced off a good-sized piece of it to 
make himself a garden. The Christian 
spoke politely to him about it, but the 
heathen said that he wanted that piece 
of land and was going to keep it. The 
Christian knew he could get his land 
back if he took the case to law; but as 
he prayed about it, he realized it was 
an opportunity to show love to his 
neighbor. He obtained a deed to that 
section, took it to the heathen, and 
made him a present of it. 

Not long after this, when the Reds 
came into power, the heathen neighbor 
became one of their leaders. But he 
insisted that this Christian and his fam- 
ily be protected. Even in this life, the 
Christian was rewarded for loving his 
enemies! 

Is there anyone who has been unkind 
to you? If so, look for an opportunity 
to do her a favor. That is a splendid 
way to let your light shine. 

Note to Teachers: For the chart we 
are making, you will need a package of 
9x12-inch poster paper of assorted 
colors, and a heart pattern. The heart 
should be as large as it can be and still 
fit twice into each sheet. To make the 
chart more attractive, I used an old 
valentine with scalloped edges for a 
pattern. I traced the colored paper be- 
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forehand to save class time and to make 
sure that the colored paper was not 
wasted. Each pupil needs one heart 
each Sunday. 

You will need a few more strips of 
white paper, 14%x5 inches, than hearts. 
Each girl will print the key word on 
a strip before she pastes it on her heart. 
The white background makes the word 
stand out and also prevents waste of 
the colored paper. If any mistake is 
made in printing, it only spoils the re- 
placeable white strip.

For Junior Teachers 
By Ruth E. Dow 


Topic and Scripture: 
Thoughtful of Others 
(Matt. 5:1, 2, 38-45; 7:12) 
OU may have a picture of people 
at worship in church, including 
children. On the back, fasten two rib- 
bons to hang down from the lower edge. 
Across the ribbons attach two strips of 
paper, spaced a little apart, each bear- 
ing one of the last two Memory Verses. 
Make the ribbons long enough to receive 
two more such verses to be added later. 
The sixteen Memory Verses of our study 
in Matthew may be divided into four 
groups of four verses each. The theme 
of this group is worship. 

Use the verses each Sunday as a call 
to worship in the department or class. 
If there are some thoughtless individ- 
uals in the group who are sometimes 
distracting or inclined to show off, tell 
about a hypothetical boy named Brag 
who did not realize that his showing 
off and loud ways were like getting his 
class to worship him instead of the Lord 
Jesus, or about a girl named Thought- 
less who wanted everyone to notice her 
new clothes and kept whispering so at- 
tention was on her and not on the Lord 
Jesus. Review how the Devil tempted 
the Lord’s attention onto himself in- 
stead of God. What ammunition did 
the Lord use to stop the Devil’s sugges- 
tions? 

How large a stockpile of such verses 
have we? For every Bible verse that 
you think of in the next three minutes 
(or whatever time seems wise) I will 
make an X on the blackboard, (Place 
the X’s so that they form a pyramidal 
pile.) It is easy enough to produce 
them now, but I wonder if you ever 
really use them. 

Are you ready for stories 15 to 21 
about the Lord Jesus? These are ser- 
mons the Lord Jesus preached. They 
are all in Matthew, so I do not need to 
write Matthew every time, do I? (15) 
How to be happy, 5:3-12. (16) Quar- 
rels, verses 21-26. (17) Doing things for 
others, verses 38-48. (18) How to pray, 
6:5-15. (19) Food and clothes—and God, 
verses 26-33. (20) Others—like yourself, 
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7:1-5, 12. (20) Doing what Jesus tells us, 
verses 21-27. 

Where did the Lord preach these ser- 
mons? Look in Matthew 5:1, 2. From 
verse 2, we should say He was teaching. 
Besides, the word “disciple” means 
“learner” or “pupil.” So this was a big 
Sunday school class on one of the hills 
of Galilee, though we usually call it 
the Sermon on the Mount. 

Did you ever hear, “She broke my 
pencil; I'll break hers’? Or, “He slap- 
ped me first, so I hit him back!” There 
is something like that in the Bible. 
(Read Lev. 24:17-20.) Shall we listen 
in on the Lord’s Sunday school lesson 
on that? (Read Matt. 5:38-42.) How 
He turned things around! Instead of 
your slapping the other fellow back, 
let him give the second slap! If some- 
one takes your pencil, give him another 
extra one! (The parent or teacher— 
judge—is the one to do the punishing, 
if it is needed!) 

Here is another lesson, or sermon, 
from Leviticus (19:18), how people used 
it (Matt. 5:43), and how the Lord 
taught it (vs. 44, 45). Does He mean 
that for boys and girls as much as for 
the men in His class then? 

The Lord gave us a Memory Verse. 
What to do to the other fellow? Not 
what he did to you! What you want 
him to do to you! “Whatsoever ye 
would that men should do to you, do ye 
even so to them: for this is the law and 
the prophets” (Matt. 7:12). That takes 
care of all the rules in Leviticus and 
the rest of the Law. That takes care 
of what the prophets told the people 
to do. 

After these lessons, or sermons, do 
you wonder people were surprised and 
said He taught as though He had 
authority and not like their Bible 
teachers? He did have authority! We 
need a good magazine picture of a child 
helping another. Can you find one for 
next Sunday?

What had happened to 
him? He was changed—changed by the 
precious Son of God. You may be sure 
that that pilot was really truly changed. 
He loved to read the Bible now. And 
read it he did. He read it even when 
others in the Air Force laughed at him. 
One day he was reading the fifth chap- 
ter of Matthew. He was beginning to 
realize from his reading that God’s 
Word was very clear in teaching Chris- 
tians how to live. He read the Beati- 
tudes and God showed him that it is 
the meek and the merciful and the 
peacemakers who are the happy people. 
He prayed that the Lord Jesus would 
help him to live and act and think as 
it would please God. 

As the air pilot read on into the fifth 
chapter he saw the words, “Ye are the 
salt of the earth.” He knew a great 
deal about salt. He knew that in some 
places of the world it was almost im- 
possible to get salt. How awful that 
food tasted which was not salted! He 
knew, too, of the good that salt could 
do. He remembered how on the farm 
back home his father preserved certain 
meats in salt. If that had not been 
done, the meat would have spoiled and 
they would have had to throw it away. 
Instead they could keep it all winter 
long. As the Air Force pilot thought 
about these things he realized some- 
thing of what the Lord Jesus meant 
when He said, “Ye are the salt of the 
earth.” He realized for the first time 
that this world would be a very unsat- 
isfactory place if -there were no Chris- 
tians in the world. He remembered, 
too, how often he had been kept from 
doing wrong things—swearing, going to 
wrong places, and doing other evil 
things—because there were Christians 
around. Yes, he knew that Christians 
are indeed the salt of the earth. He 
wanted to be a good Christian. 

When he got to verse fourteen and 
realized that the Lord Jesus wanted 
him to be a light in the world, he was 
quite surprised. He could never be a 
preacher, he thought. He wasn’t even 
good at talking about anything. His 
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buddies called him “noisy” because he 
was so quiet. How could he be a light 
for the Lord Jesus, he wondered, Even 
while he was thinking of it he read the 
sixteenth verse: “Let your light so 
shine . . . that they may see your good 
works.” That was good news for him! 
If he couldn’t preach, if he couldn’t 
witness, he could do good works. It 
was only a matter of days until all the 
men in the Air Force knew that some- 
thing had happened to him. When he 
got to verses forty-three and forty-four 
he knew why he had begun to love his 
enemies, the Japanese. And now, to- 
day, he is a missionary—a missionary 
to people he dearly loves. In what land? 
Japan!

ber, of all nations, and kindreds, and 
people, and tongues, stood before the 
throne, and before the Lamb, clothed 
with white robes, and palms in their 
hands; and cried with a loud voice, say- 
ing, Salvation to our God which sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. 
And all the angels stood round about 
the throne, and about the elders and 
the four beasts, and fell before the 
throne on their faces, and worshipped 
God, saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, 
and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and 
honour, and power, and might, be unto 
our God for ever and ever. Amen.” 

If the brother who sent in this ques- 
tionnaire is waiting to find a church 
that meets all these sixteen standards 
alt the time, before joining any, he is 
likely to have a long wait! Any local 
church on earth is less like a museum, 
where perfect saints are on display, 
than it is like a convalescent home, 
where people are getting well. (Of 
course, there are weaknesses in either 
of these illustrations of the church, but 
as someone well said long ago, “No 
illustration can stand on four legs.”) 
Therefore it is well to associate oneself 
in ‘one’s Own community, if possible, 
with a group of Christians who believe 
and teach the Bible, for mutual help 
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and united worship, even though the 
assembly may not meet every one of 
these sixteen requirements on fifty-two 
Sundays and Wednesday nights of the 
year. Of course, merely attending a 
church instead of joining it relieves 
one of financial obligation toward it 
and leaves one free to decline to teach 
in the Sunday school, hold office, or help 
carry any other burden!

The Holy Spirit of God. By W. H. 
Griffith Thomas. (Wm. B. Eerdmans 
Pub. Co., Grand Rapids 3, Mich., $3.) 
This is the type of book that, by its 
depth of insight and thoroughness of 
treatment, makes much present-day 
writing seem superficial and insipid. A 
reprint of the Stone Lectures, given in 
1913 at Princeton Seminary, Dr. Grif- 
fith Thomas’s work is lucid, detailed, 
reverent, and scholarly in its approach. 
While the book is not of the popular 
devotional type, it is rewarding reading 
for anyone who wants to know what 
the Scriptures teach, and what the 
Church has believed, concerning this 
important doctrine. Moreover, running 
through it are warm devotional insights 
that will gladden the heart of the care- 
ful reader. For example, the author’s 
delineation of the three essential needs 
of man, as being conversion, communion 
with God, and character, and his dem- 
onstration that the Holy Spirit is the 
Provider of each of these needs, is food 
for meditation through many a day. A 
few of the chapters are naturally a bit 
dated, as for instance his treatment of 
Modernism, which turns out to be not 
theological Liberalism in the general 
sense, but a discussion of a particular 
movement within the Roman Catholic 
Church of some years back. But the 
great part of the book is as significant 
today as when it was written, and the 
reader turns away from it with the 
feeling that he has been sitting at the 
feet of one who knew the Word thor- 
oughly, and loved the Lord deeply, and 
who had an amazing knowledge of the 
great body of literature that has been 
written in this field. 


Prize-Winning Young People’s Pro- 
grams. By Doris Louise Seger. (Scrip- 
ture Press, Wheaton, Ill., $1, paper.) 
Leaders of young people’s work in any 
church will find helpful these novel, 
interest-building programs. They are 
fresh and new, Scriptural, and not too 
difficult for any group. “Starch in Your 
Spine” shows Dr. I. M. Stalwart pre- 
scribing a remedy for his patients who 
lack courage to witness. “Does the Lion 
Always Roar?” is an illuminating pro- 
gram showing who and what Satan really 
is. “God’s Doors” is a thrilling portrayal 
of our wonderful salvation. “Ladies’ 
Night,” with the fellows as _ special 
guests of honor, has a quiz on Bible 
women, also a sketch of some noted 
Christian woman. There is a “TV Pro- 
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gram” and a “Scrapbook Nite,” and so 
on. The material is attractively pre- 
sented, and the little book well illus- 
trated. 


William Christie—Apostle to Tibet. 
By Howard Van Dyck. (Christian Pub., 
Inc., Harrisburg, Pa., $2.50.) Missionary 
biography is surely one of the choicest 
fields of Christian literature, and this 
book is excellent missionary biography. 
From these pages emerges a portrait 
of one who spent and was spent for 
the sake of China and Tibet, and whose 
long years in the service of Christ were 
characterized by great usefulness for 
the Lord. Christie was both an apostle 
and a pioneer, and his experiences on 
the mission field make thrilling reading. 
He knew what it was to walk in hard 
places for the sake of Christ. A care- 
ful student of the Word and of his 
adopted language, he was a missionary’s 
missionary, and when, after years of 
experience on the field he was called to 
be an officer of the Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance staff in the homeland, 
he brought to his new task an under- 
standing of the work and its needs that 
was priceless. The reader will be 
blessed—and convicted—by the account 
of the latter years of this man’s earthly 
life. Here is an octogenarian who rose 
at 4.30 or 5 a.m. to have sweet fellow- 
ship with his Lord, and to do setting-up 
exercises! He gave over one day a 
week for fasting and prayer, and en- 
tered into the ministry of intercession 
to an extent that is all too unusual. 
He walked with God, and the fragrance 
of the heavenlies pervaded his life. 
The reviewer liked especially the trib- 
ute of one of Brother Christie’s col- 
leagues: “He was not a religious senti- 
mentalist, one of those tender plants in 
the Christian Church who feel so much 
and do so little. He was a fruit-bearing 
tree of righteousness, firm, solid, un- 
wavering” (p. 160). Mr. Christie’s biog- 
rapher has written well; the reader will 
come away from the book feeling that 
he has met a man of God whose testi- 
mony will continue to bless the people 
of God. 


“Ye Must Be Born Again” (92 pp., 50 
cents); The Uplifted Christ or the Cross 
(70 pp., 60 cents); God’s Good News (47 
pp., 15 cents); Lessons From the Great 
Teacher (22 pp., 10 cents). By Alfred 
P. Gibbs, (Walterick Printing Co., Fort 
Dodge, Iowa.) The first three of these 
booklets, by a well-known writer and 
teacher among those generally known 
as “Brethren,” are on salvation, and the 
last is an address to Sunday school 
teachers. Mr. Gibbs has a gift for a 
logical, systematic presentation of his 
subjects; and he is also the writer of 
words and music for hymns and 
choruses, several of which are found in 
the Brethren hymnal, “Choice Hymns 
of the Faith.” 

The first booklet answers “The Why? 
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Lesson for January 20 


How? When? and What Then? of the 
New Birth.” It contains five main head- 
ings, all clearly outlined and leaving 
the reader in no doubt as to his own 
need and the way of salvation. 

The second deals with salvation par- 
ticularly from the point of view of 
Christ’s work on the cross, discussing 
“Its Necessity, Testimony, Attraction.” 
This also is clearly outlined, and copious 
Scripture is given to support the state- 
ments. 

The third is “A Talk to Young and 
Old on the Way of Salvation,” and pre- 
sents it in sections answering five ques- 
tions on the need, what God has done, 
how to be saved, how may we know, 
and the effect of being saved. There is 
a decision form, with space for the 
reader to sign and date it. 


The fourth is a fine address to Sun- 
day school teachers on teaching as ex- 
emplified in the life and words of the 
Lord Jesus. It would pay any superin- 
tendent to distribute copies of this 
among his teachers and ask them to 
read it carefully and prayerfully. 


The Life of Christ and His Journeys. 
By James B. Boone. (Bible Study Chart 
Association, Box 46712, Los Angeles 46, 
Calif., $3.) Thirty-five years of research, 
with only the Bible as a guide, has gone 
into this very helpful chart. Beginning 
with the birth of Christ and ending 
with His ascension, the author traces 
the life of Christ and His journeys, as 
given in the four Gospels, each step be- 
ing keyed by number to Scripture ref- 
erences shown in a panel below the 
chart. The chart is printed on strong, 
white paper measuring 12%x36 inches. 
A very fine map of Palestine, as it was 
during the lifetime of Christ, is also pic- 
tured with the chart, which makes for 
ready reference. The drawing is well 
done, and the printing is in clear, easy- 
to-read type. ~ 

While some Bible students may not 
agree fully with the order of events as 
given for Passion Week, nevertheless, 
the chart is one which every earnest 
Bible student, layman or minister, 
would do well to have among his Bible 
study helps. 


The World's Collision. By Charles E. 
Pont. (W. A. Wilde Co., Boston 16; 
$3.50.) The author’s purpose is a worthy 
one: he wants to alert Christians to the 
trends and movements of the time in 
which we live, and to relate present- 
day happenings to the prophetic teach- 
ing of Holy Scripture. To this end, he 
has amassed an enormous quantity of 
material, and he has called witnesses 
from every walk of life to bear testi- 
mony to the crucial nature of our times, 
the dangers of one-world government, 
and the menace of godless Communism. 
He writes out of an evident love of the 
Lord, and a deep desire to warn of the 
perils that beset us on every hand. 
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There is much in the book that is both 
interesting and helpful. 

But Mr. Pont’s sincere efforts are viti- 
ated by many factors. His writing is 
careless, at times to the point of being 
unintelligible. As indicated above, he 
quotes from many sources, but he seems 
to make no distinction as to the value 
of one source above another. He quotes 
the New York Times, the Chicago Tri- 
bune, or the New York Daily Mirror 
with equal enthusiasm, provided only 
that they support his position. He re- 
fers, and seemingly with approval, to 
such a book as “U.S.A. Confidential,” 
and says that a reading of it causes one 
to wonder if there is one (italics his) 
honest man in public office. 

Mr. Pont, on pages 144, 145, makes a 
worthy plea for keeping our attention 
on the central emphases of prophecy, 
but his own presentation of the pro- 
phetic scheme goes into such detail 
that he confesses he is haunted by “our 
failure to synchronize these movements, 
with definite precision” (p. 250), and he 
participates in what he himself calls 
“our maze of attempts to synchronize 
end-time movements” (p. 261). He does 
not hesitate to charge that prophetic 
students who do not give the same 
place to Israel as he does are for the 
most part “without doubt anti-Semites 
of one form or another’ (p. 130)—a 
reckless accusation, to say the least. 
The author frequently makes drastic 
statements without giving any evidence 
for them. He speaks of the “many 
wealthy clergymen in the United States 
who never pay an income tax” (p. 169), 
but offers no documentation. He charges 
that much of the Protestantism of South 
America is not Christian (p. 185) with- 
out presenting any proof, 

His writing is frequently flippant, 
even when dealing with very serious 
subjects. He says, for example, that 
“what with Modernism and neo-Mod- 
ernism, no wonder Uncle Sam is devel- 
oping a dark dose of measles” (p. 230). 
The book is replete with examples of 
hasty writing, careless statements, and 
controversial claims that are not ade- 
quately proved. Mr. Pont’s high pur- 
pose in writing is not sufficient justi- 
fication for these things.

2. The new Colloquial Version follows 
the R.S.V. in passage after passage 
where the deity of our Lord Jesus Christ 
is attacked. 

3. Throughout this new Colloquial 
Version, our Lord Jesus is addressed as 
“anata” (“you”), striking at His deity. 
The word “anata” (“you”) is never 
used by polite Japanese when address- 
ing those of high degree. (See “Notes 
on Open Letters,” in THE SunpAY SCHOOL 
Times of September 17, 1955.) 

4. “Jehovah,” God’s redemption name, 
is banished from the New Version. The 
Literary Version reads correctly, “Jeho- 
vah” where our King James Version 
reads “Lord.” 

5. In the Old Testament, the Ten 
Commandments, and other commands of 
God, have been weakened by changing 
the words, “Thou shalt not” (“bekarazu” 
—a strong command) to “naranai,” 
about like our English “don’t.” The 
same watering down is noted in the 
New Testament, e.g., Acts 1:4, “Wait for 
the promise of the Father. ...” The 
Japanese “matsubeshi”—a command, has 
been changed to “matte iru ga yoi,” “It 
would be good to wait.” 

6. It is the consensus of opinion 
among those who use the New Version 
that the Japanese cannot memorize it! 
A concrete example: This summer two 
missionaries, whose mission uses the 
New Version, told us that they are sup- 
posed to use the New Version, but they 
found the kindergarten children could 
not memorize it, so all their memory 
work is in the Literary Version! 

The translators of the new Colloquial 
Japanese Version would rob the Japa- 
nese of the vigor, imagery, and rhythm 
that give the Literary Version its great 
strength, ~To use the words of Dr. Her- 
bert Lockyer regarding the R.S.V. and 
the King James Version, one of our 
evangelists, commenting on the lan- 
guage of the Colloquial Version when 
it first appeared, said, “It robs the Bible 
of its authority.”

AST week’s topic in a measure an- 

We saw last 
week that the first rule for working 
with God is the committal of ourselves, 
all that we have and are, to His hands. 
In His grace and goodness, God allows 
us to be free agents. But He longs to 
have us willingly and gladly give our- 
selves completely into His hands, not 
to make us mechanical robots, but so 
that He may pour into us His power 
and might for the work He has designed 
for us. “For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ Jesus unto good works, 
which God hath before ordained that 
we should walk in them” (Eph. 2:10).

The reasonableness and absolute ne- 
cessity for complete surrender in order 
to do the will of God is seen in many 
circumstances of everyday life. For ex- 
ample, if you have ever tried to drive 
an automobile with another person 
keeping his hands upon the wheel, you 
are well aware of the fact that you are 
inviting disaster. Only with the wheel 
completely in your own hands can you 
drive safely and efficiently. Disasters 
in life and in Christian service are 
bound to result when we insist upon 
keeping our hands upon the ‘controls 
and thus prevent God from having His 

whole way with us. 


pd 
Right here is the heart of this week’s 
topic. Do we really and honestly want 
the will of God in our lives, and are we 
willing to pay the price for it? It is 
very easy to deceive ourselves by as- 
senting to the reasonableness of -what 
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God asks, and yet not do anything about 
it. Or, we may try to make our own 
terms by accepting a part of God’s will 
and still trying to hold on to our own 
way in some matters. If we do this, 
we need not be surprised when God 
grants only a partial blessing. 
se 

It should be obvious that doing God’s 
will is inseparably linked with knowing 
what God’s will is. There are certain 
simple rules for finding out what God 
wants us to do, and we shall do welt to 
understand them clearly ourselves, and 
to see to it that each member of our 
group knows what these rules are be- 
fore this topic is dismissed. You may 
wish to send for a little leaflet called, 
“How I Ascertain the Will of God,” by 
George Miiller. It may be had from 
Good News Publishers, 411 S. Wells St., 
Chicago 7; 12 for 10 cents, or 50 for 35 
cents. 

Six basic rules are given by Mr. 
Miiller:

The first is to have no will of your 

own regarding the matter in question. 
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This can come only after you have 
yielded completely to God.

The second step is to refuse to depend 
on your feelings. Feelings have a way 
of varying with the weather or with the 
health. To depend upon them is to 
make yourself liable to delusion,

The third step is definitely to seek 
the will of God through His Word, The 
Holy Spirit has been given to guide us 
and He will do it according to the Scrip- 
tures, never contrary to them.

The fourth step takes into account 
providential circumstances. If we are 
willing to seek God’s will and to wait 
patiently for Him, He often will open 
one door and close another and thus in- 
dicate the way in which He wishes us 
to go.

The next step is definite prayer, ask- 

ing God to reveal His will.

The final step is to wait, never mov- 
ing forward until there is a clear con- 
viction as to what God’s will is, but 
coming to deliberate judgment accord- 
ing to the best of your ability and 
knowledge, after prayer and study of 
the Word and meditation.

It is well to remember that God has 
given us His definite promise to reveal 
His will to us. Two Scripture verses 
should help us here: “If any man will 
do his will, he shall know of the doc- 
trine [teaching]” (John 7:17), and, “If 
any of you lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God, that giveth to all men liberally, 
and upbraideth not; and it shall be 
given him. But let him ask in faith, 
nothing wavering” (Jas, 1:5, 6).

When Praying. 

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: “When thou 
prayest.”

censorious is a grievous fault. All such 
people who use their tongues to harm 
others are very likely to get a taste of 
the acidity of unkind words. As they 
sow, so shall they reap. Cruel words 
hurt the user, but kind words bless 
everybody. Pray for Christians in the 
Philippines.
